Coal Wage Pact Bogs Down 
In Legal Tangle; Walkout 
^ Seen in Most of Industry 

WASHINGTON, July 7 (/Py-A strike of at least 60 per cent of the nation's 400,000 soft 
coal miners appears inevitable tomorrow as the waRe pact which was to lead the way to 
peace in the bituminous fields bogged down in last-minute legal tangles. The other 40 per 



cent of the industry may 
also be strike-bound Tuesday, 
when the miners* lO^y va- 
cation is due to end. if the race 
to complete a contract for the 
Northern and Steel company 
"captive" mines is lost. 

A tentative agreement on 
genera! terms was reached 
last Wednesday but this con- 
tract must be completed be- 
fore: (A) coal mine owners of 
the south, midwest and far 
west can determine whether 
they want to — or can — buy 
peace at the Bame price; (B) 
Lewis will even talk about an 
agreement with anyone else. 
' The legal snarl therefore vu not 
only delaying the northern- tteel 
company settlement perilously ne&r 
the strike deadline, but If It had aU 
but wiped out any hope at getting 
agreements for the remainder of the 
Industry in time to bring the miners 
from other areas back into the pits 
m the first shifts at midnight to- 
wght. The "captive" mines produce 
coal only for steel making. 

Demands Protection 

Some operators said Lewis was de- 
manding legal protection against 
any future strikes under the Taft- 
Hartley labor law, and that the In- 
dustry representatives working on 
the northern-steel pact had balked. 

Because the new act would permit 
the coal companies to sue the 
United Mine Workers for any breach 
of contract, X<ewls Is said U> have 
insisted on a provisloo stating the 
mitiers need worl^enly whett they 
are "willing and able."

Accidents Kill Trio 
Over Magic Valley 

Death trod Magic Valley during the Fourth of July holi- 
day period, but.it did not walk the highways congested by 
heavy travel. 

Instead, it struck at divergent points, leaving in its wake a 
15-year-oId girl who drowned in a fishing accident near Sun- 
beam dam, a farmer who was killed in a hay rako accident 
" near Shoshone, and then Mon- 
day morning a warehouse 
worker died when he fell into 
a bench saw. 

First of the three accidents took 
the life of Vem A. Carnegie. 37. 
Besslcn district, whose body was 
found on his farm Friday night 
where it had apparently been drag- 
ged by a hay rake to which a team 
of horses was hitched. 

George Paye Raueh, 63, was fa- 
tally Injured about 8:13 a. m. Mon- 
day when he fell Into a circular 
bench saw in a warehouse at the 
Magic Valley Processing company 
sUrch factory south of the city. 

Coroner P. Wayne Schow tenned 
the death "purely accldeiital" and 
said Mr. Raueh apparently slipped 
and fell Into the saw. He struck the 
whirling teeth first wUh hts right 
hand and then tell Into the ma- 
chine. The left side of his neck and 
arm were badly cut.

Girl Dies in 
Stream Near 
Sunbeam Dam 

Phyllis Marie Sanders. IS, daugh- 
ter of Mr. and Mrs. Wesley A. San- 
ders. Twin Palls, was drowned Sat- 
urday near Sunbeam dam when she 
slipped off a rock into the swirling, 
muddy waters of the stream. 

Her body was recovered a half 
hour later three and one-half miles 
downsUream, and artificial resplra- 
tioD waa tried for two hours unsuc- 
cessfully. 

Tenned Accident 
Custer County Coroner Oeorge H. 
Detrlck tenned the death an acci- 
dental drowning. The girl also bus- 
tained a head injury. 

E^ye-wltnesses said the girl fell oft 
a rock about 30 feet above the wa- 
ter and vent under. She came 
and seemed to gain her balance 
momentarily then the swltt water 
swept her under again. She appar- 
ent^ struck her head on a rock and 
was knocked unconscious. 

Her parents, at the scene of the 
mishap at the time, telephoned to 
Robinson bar. A tennis net was 
placed across the stream there and 
caught In the net.

Over 500 Die 
In Three-Day 
4th"HoMay'

More than 600 persons died of 
highway traffic and other , mishaps 
.during the nation's three-day week- 
end observane* of Independence 
day. 

From 6 pjn.. Thursday until Sun- 
day midnight there were 348 report- 
ed deaths In automobile accidents. 
160 drownings, five In fireworks ex- 
plodons, and 103 from miscellaneous 
causes, a total of S16. 

California haa the highest num- 
ber of fatalities with 38. New York 
and Pennsylvania had 30 each. 

The traffic toll was well under 
Uie total of 37B expected by the Un- 
tlonal Safety council, but It was 
higher than for the same period 
last year when 341 deaths were re- 
ported. The worst record was In lB4t 
when 038 persons were nlled during 
the July 4th celebration. 

Three of the naUon's five fire- 
works deatlu were reported U 
Maryland, and one each In Maine 
and California.

The Red Onws eaUmaUd that 343 
farm and factory buildings were An- 
slroyed and 7,301 damaged, 
' Fifty-two Red Oroas shelters In 
BO oommunltlea housed about t.OOO 
homeless persons during tha height 
of the floods. The Red Orosa said It 
fed tJOQO persona, more than half 
of them levee workers,

Tlie bill, proposing Income tux 
cuts rnnKlng from lO.S to 30 per 
cent Atiirtlug next Jan. 1, la Identical, 
except lor the effective date, to one 
vetoed Iwl month by President Tru- 
ninn, 'Hie effective dote of the 
vetoed bill would have been July 1, 
1047.

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'Saucers' Mystery 
Gains; More Seen 
Throughout Nation 

SAN FRANCISCO, July 7 (ffV-From one e nd of the country to the other, new reports of " 
disolike "flyinR eaucers" nkimmine through the skies today added to the myetery which 
has baffled the nation since June 26. There was no satisfactory explanation of the phenom*-' 
non. The saucers first were reported seen in the state of 
Washington on June 25. Then persons in other western 
states said they had seen them. Tile peak came over the July 
4 holiday, when they first were reported seen east of the 
Mississippi, 

The latest tabulation showed the mystery objects had been 
reported seen in 38 states, District of Columbia and In Cam- 
da. Yesterday they were reported to have been seen In more 
than a-dozen states, and in southwestern Ontario. 
An aerial patrol by the Oregon national guard reported It 
had failed to sight one of the' 



Atomic Quota 
System Plan 
Told in U. N- 

LAKE SUCCESS, July 7 (JP>— Itio 
United Nations considered the feas- 
ibility today of establishing a quota 
system to limit each country's atom- 
ic activities. 

The new plan was reported to 
have been advanced by sevsralinem- 
bers of the ' atomic- en9rg^ commis- 
sion as a compromise between rival 
U. 8. and Russian proQosals. 
Opposite Ideas Told 

Under the Bariteh plan sponsored 
by the U. 6„ the proposed world 
atomic commtulon would have au- 
thority to order a country to start 
or atop any atomic activity, whether 
designed for peace or war. The Sov- 
iet proposal would allow each gov- 
ernment to decide what atomle ac- 
Uvltles It should pursue. ■ 

But under the new plan specific 
quotas would be set tor each coun- 
try signing an atomic tiesty. The 
quotas would be listed In the treaty. 
Told By French 

The fhrst Indication that the 
atomic commission was leaning to- 
ward the quota system waa given by 
Prancols De Rose, Prcnch represen- 
tative on the U. N. atomic energy 
commission. 

It csmo during the Pourlh of July 
week-end as the atomic commliulon 
scheduled two meetings for todsy to 
dlncUAH the question of ownership 
of source materials and nuclear 
fuel, atomic research and develop- 
ment. 



Six European 
Counti'ies OK 
Aid Meet Bid 

PARIS, July 7 l^TV-nie Prench 
foreign ministry announced today 
that six nations had accepted the 
Anglo-Prench Invitation to cooperate 
in continental economic reconstruc- 
tion under the Marshall proposal 
and that similar notes were expect- 
ed soon from eight other counties. 

The six acceptances were from 
Belgium, lUly. Portugal, Eire, 
Oreece and Turkey. 

Acceptances "In principle" have 
been received unohlclally fr<Mn Hol- 
land, Luxembourg. Austria, Den- 
mark, Iceland, Norway, Sweden and 
Switzerland, 

Finland dives "No." 

Ftench quarters said that thus far 
only one nation, Finland, had given 
a provisional negative reply, and 
that this was "for political and geo- 
graphical reasons." 

Csechoslovakla, touchstone of the 
Slav bloc's attitude, reserved her de- 
cision on the Marshall proposal as a 
Osechoslovak delegation continued 
conferencea In Moscow. 

Scoffs At Report 

The Csechoslovak ambassador to 
Paris, Jlndrlch Hosek, scoffed at re- 
ports that Prague had accepted 
"provisionally" the nrench Invita- 
tion to confer her with 33 other 
nations on economic affairs. He said 
that the answer, when it came, 
would be a straight "yes" or "no." 

The Italian communists, mean- 
while, approved Italy's participa- 
tion with a set of conditions which 
may suggest a precedent for nations 
In the Russian orbit, i

The body waa washed np :iSii .« 
small neck -land II daya after tb* 
boat in which he and his wUa wan 
riding capslaed. Mrs. Prewett'a body 
was found two days after the ud- 
dent on tha north ahore of the rea- 
ervolr. 

Mr. Prewett's body was dlaoovorcd 
by Oeorge Wilson, Mampa, and Sam 
Burt, Oregon, friends of the family 
who had been searching the reaer- 
volr ever since the Prewatt'a cap- 
sUed boat was found partially aub- 
merged In the rcaervolr June 27. 
The Prewetts had gone fishing Wed- 
nesday afternoon and wero to meet 
Mr. and Mra. Len Alley at the Twer- 
vDlr, but the two oouplei failed to 
meet. It waa believed the' Prewetta 
were drowned Wednesday when a 
squall on the reaervolr upeet their 
boat. 

Aerial searches of the reservoir 
by Deputy Sheriff Vsril Perry bad 
proven fruitless.
